The  entry  for  a homestead  shall  entitle  the  re- 
cipient to  take,  occiqiy  and  cultivate  the  land  entered 
for,  and  hold  jiossession  of  the  same  to  the  exclusion  of 
any  other  person  or  |)cr.sons  whomsoever,  and  to  bring 
and  maintain  actions  for  tresjmss  committed  on  the 
said  laml,  the  same  as  if  a ]iatent  tlierefor  bad  issued 
in  his  favour ; the  title  to  the  land  shall  remain  in  the 
Crown  until  the  i.ssue  of  the  patent  therefor,  and  the 
saiil  land  .shall  not  bo  liable  to  be  taken  in  execution 
before  the  issue  of  the  patent: 

(//. ) The  privilege  of  homestead  entry  .shall  only 
apply  to  sui'veyed  agricidtural  lands  ; no  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  such  entry  for  land  valuable  for  its  tim- 
ber, or  for  hay  land,  or  for  land  on  which  there  is  a 
stone  or  ir.arble  ijuarry,  oi'  coal  or  other  mineral  having 
commercial  value,  or  whereon  there  is  any  water  jiower 
which  may  serve  to  drive  machinery,  or  for  land 
which,  hy  reason  of  its  |)o.sit  ion,  .such  as  being  the  shore 
of  an  important  harboui’,  bridge  site  or  canal  .site,  or 
being  either  an  actual  or  prospective  railway  terminus 
or  station,  it  will  be  in  the  public  interest  to  withhold 
from  such  entry. 

Uoine-tlrad  Kntrifs  and  Sales  affertiuy  Timbered  Lauds. 

Sec.  II.  All  merchantable  timber  gi'owing  oi‘  being 
upon  any  land  entered  or  sold  within  the  limits  of 
Dominion  lands  in  Brit  ish  Columbia,  and  all  gold,  sil- 


ver, copper,  lead,  iron,  petroleum,  coal  or  other  mines 
or  minerals  shall  be  considered  as  reserved  from  the 
said  land,  and  shall  be  the  property  of  Her  Majesty; 
except  that  the  homesteader  or  purchaser,  or  those 
claiming  under  him,  may  cut  and  use  such  merchant- 
able timber  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purjiose  of 
building,  fencing  or  road-making,  on  the  land  so  entered 
or  sold,  and  may  also,  under  the  authority  of  the 
Crown  Timber  Agent,  cut  and  dispose  of  all  timber 
required  to  be  removed  in  the  actual  clearing  of  the 
said  land  for  cultivation  ; but  no  merchantable  timber 
(except  for  the  necessary  building,  fencing  or  road- 
making as  aforesaid)  shall  be  cut  beyond  the  limit  of 
such  actual  clearing;  and  all  merchantable  timber  cut 
in  the  process  of  clearing,  and  disposed  of,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  paj'inent  of  the  same  dues  as  are  at  the  time 
payable  by  the  holders  of  licenses  to  cut  timber. 

See.  15.  The  patents  for  all  lauds,  hereafter  entered 
or  sold  as  aforesaid,  shall  contain  a reservation  of  all 
merchantable  timber  growing  or  being  on  the  said 
lands,  w'hich  merchantable  timber  shall  continue  to  be 
the  property  of  Her  Majesty  ; and  any  person  or  per- 
sons now  or  hereafter  holding  a license  to  cut  timber 
on  such  land  may,  at  all  times  during  the  continuance 
of  such  license,  enter  upon  the  uncleared  portion  of 
such  lands,  and  cut  and  remove  such  timber,  and  make 
all  necessary  roads  or  water-ways  for  that  purpose,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  hauling  in  supplies,  doing  no  un- 
necessary damage  thereby;  but  the  patentees  or  those 
claiming  under  them  may  cut  and  use  such  timber  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  building,  fencing 
or  road-making  on  the  lands  so  patented,  and  may  also, 
under  the  authority  of  the  Crotvn  Timber  Agent,  cut 
and  dispose  of  such  timber  required  to  be  removed  in 
actually  clearing  the  said  land  for  cultivation,  but  no 
merchantable  timber  (except  for  the  necessary  build- 
ing, fencing  or  road-making  as  aforesaid)  shall  be  cut 
beyond  thelindt  of  such  actual  charing;  and  all  mer- 
chantable timber  so  cut  and  disposed  of  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  payntent  of  the  same  dues  as  are  at  the  time 
payable  by  the  holders  of  licenses  to  out  timber. 

Sec.  16.  Holders  of  timber  licenses,  their  servants 
and  agents,  shall  have  the  right  to  haul  their  timber 
over  the  uncleared  portion  of  any  land  entered  as  a 
homestead  or  purchased  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and 
to  make  such  roads  or  water-ways  thereon  as  may  be 
necessary  for  that  imrpose,  doing  no  unnecessary  dam- 
age, and  to  use  all  slides,  portages,  roads.  water^\-ays, 
or  other  works  previously  constructed  or  existing  on 
any  land  so  entered,  sold  or  leased,  and  the  right  of 
access  to,  and  free  use  of  all  streams  and  lakes  hereto- 
fore used,  or  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  passage  of 
timber;  and  all  land  neces.-<ai-y  for  such  work  is  hereby 
reserved. 

8ec.  17.  All  merchantable  timber  growing  or  being 
upon  any  land  hereafter  entered  as  a homestead  or  sold 
under  these  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  any  timber 
license  in  force  at  the  time  of  such  entry  or  sale,  and 
uiay,  at  any  time  durii\g  the  currency  "of  any  such 
license,  or  of  any  license  which  may  be  subsequently 
issued,  be  cut  and  removed  under  the  authority  thereof. 

Sec.  IS.  Whenever  the  survey  of  any  township  luis 
been  finally  confirmed  anil  such  township  opened  for 
homestead  enti-y,  any  person  who  has  bona  fide  settled 
and  made  imiu-ovcments  before  such  confirmed  survey 
on  land  in  such  townshij),  shall  have  a ]irior  right  to 
olhain  homestead  entry  for  the  land  so  settled  on,iiro- 
vided  .such  right  be  exercised  within  three  months 
after  the  land  is  opened  for  settlement;  and  juoviiled 
that  such  land  has  not  been  reserved  or  the  right  to 
homestead  enti-y  is  not  excepted  under  the  pi-ovision» 
of  these  regulations;  no  homestead  entry  shall  be 
granted  to  any  other  person  in  res]>ect  of  such  land 
until  three  months  after  notice  in  writing  shall  have 
been  given  by  the  local  agent  to  such  boiia  fide  settler 
that  such  land  is  o))en  for  settlement. 

Sec.  19.  Every  per.son  applying  for  homestead  entry 
shall  a]>peai'  and  make  allida\'it  before  the  local  agent 
or,  in  his  absence,  the  senior  clerk  performing  his 
duties,  according  to  the  Form  B,  C or  D in  the  Sche- 
dule to  these  regulations,  as  the  circumstanees  require; 
and  ;ipon  filing  such  atlidavit  with  the  said  local  agent 
or  senior  clerk,  and  on  payment  to  him  of  an  office  fee 
of  ten  dollars,  such  jierson  shall  receive  a reoeijit  from 
the  said  local  agent  or  senior  clerk  according  to  the 
I'oi-m  .1  in  the  Schedule  to  these  regulations;  and 
such  receipt  shall  be  a certificate  of  entrv,  and  shall 
be  authority  to  the  |)crson  obtaining  it  to  take  posses- 
sion of  the  land  described  in  it; 

(a.)  The  Minister  of  the  Interior  or  the  Dominion 
Lands  Board,  upon  requisition,  may  authorize  anv

each  fee  so  iniid  a reeeilit  in  t lie  Form  d in  the  Sehednlc 
hereto : 

(c.)  I’ersoiis  occupying  land  owned  hy  them  may 
olitalii  homestead  entry  for  any  eontiguous  land  o|)en 
to  the  same  ; hut  the  whole  e.xteiit  of  laud,  including 
that  previously  owned  and  occupied,  must  not  exceed 
one  (luarter-sectioii  : 

{d.)  A person  applying  for  such  entry  for  eontigu- 
ous land  must,  when  making  the  affidavit  prescribed 
for  homestead  entry,  also  describe  therein  the  tract  ho 
owns  and  lives  upon  ; and  his  residence  upon  and 
cultivation  of  the  whole  shall  thereafter  be  of  the 
kind  and  for  the  term  required  by  the  provisions  i f 
these  regulations  in  the  case  of  ordinary  homestbad 
entry  before  he  shall  be  entitled  to  |)atent  for  the  part 
so  entered  for;  Provided  that  such  residence  and  cul- 
tivation ill, ay  be  upon  either  the  laud  originally  occu- 
pied by  him  or  that  for  which  homestead  entry  has 
been  obtained,  or  both. 

Sec.  20.  In  case  a dispute  arises  between  persons 
claiming  the  right  to  homestead  entry  for  the  same 
land  the  local  agent  or  senior  clerk,  or  any  person 
thereto  authorized  b}’  the  Minister  of  the  Interior, 
shall  make  investigation  and  obtain  evidence  resjiect- 
ing  the  facts,  and  ids  report  thereon,  together  with  the 
evidence  taken,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior  for  decision,  or  to  the  Dominion  Lands 
Board,  Commissioner  of  Dominion  Lands,  or  such  per- 
son as  may  be  ajipointed  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
to  consider  and  decide  in  cases  of  such  disputes  : 

(a.)  Provided  that  when  two  or  more  persons  have 
settled  upon  and  seek  to  obtain  homestead  entry'  for 
the  same  land,  the  one  who  settled  first  thereon  and 
has  continued  to  reside  upon  and  cultivate  the  land 
for  which  homestead  entry  is  sought  shall  be  entitled 
to  such  entry'  if  the  land  be  of  the  class  open  to 
homestead  entry,  and  if  it  be  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior,  otherwise  inexpedient  in  the 
public  interest  to  entertain  any'  application  therefor  : 

(6.)  Proviiled  further,  that  where  contending  parties 
have  valuable  improvements  on  the  lands  in  dispute 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  if  the  application  to 
-acquire  the  land  by'  homestead  entry  is  entertained  by 
him,  may  order  a division  thereof  in  such  a manner  as 
shall  pre-erve  to  each  of  them,  as  far  as  practicable, 
his  improvements  ; and  the  Minister  may',  at  his  dis- 
cretion, direct  that  what  the  land  so  allotted  to  each 
of  them  may  be  deficient  of  a quarter-section  shall  be 
made  up  from  unoccupied  land  adjoining,  if  there  be 
any'  such  of  the  class  open  to  homestead  entry. 

Sec.  21.  Any  person  who  has  obtained  a homestead 
entry  shall  be  allowed  a period  of  six  months  from  its 
date  witliin  which  to  perfect  the  entry,  by  taking  in 
his  own  person  possession  of  the  land  and  beginning 
continuous  residence  thereon  and  culti\-ation  thereof  ; 
and  if  the  entry  be  not  perfected  within  that  period  it 
shall  be  void,  and  the  land  shall  be  open  to  entry  by 
another  person,  or  to  other  ilisposition  under  these 
regulations  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  ; 

Provided  further,  that  in  the  case  of  immigrants 
from  elsewhere  than  the  North  American  continent, 
the  Governor  in  Council  may  extend  the  time  for  the 
perfecting  of  entry  to  twelve  months  from  the  date 
thereof. 

Sec.  22.  (a  ) At  the  expiration  of  three  years  from 
the  date  of  his  perfecting  his  homestead  entry,  the 
settler,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  his  legal  representatives, 
upon  proving  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  local  agent 
that  he,  or  they,  or  some  of  them,  have  resided  upon 
and  cultivated  the  land  during  the  said  term  of  three 
years,  shall  be  entitled  to  a patent  for  the  land  ; pro- 
vided such  proof  is  accepted  by  the  Conimissionei-  of 
Dominion  Lands,  or  in  his  absence  by  a member  of 
the  Land  Board,  and  on  payment  of  one  dollar  per 
acre  for  the  land  ; proviiled  also,  that  the  patent 
therefor  shall  not  issue  to  any  person  not  then  a sub- 
ject of  Her  Majesty  by  birth  or  naturalization: 

(b.)  Provided,  that  in  case  of  a settler  who  may 
have  obtained  homestead  entry'  for  land  occupied  by 


him  piciiiiiiH  to  iiirviy  llirii'of,  in  miiiiiicr  Imrciii 
lii-fnri'  mi'iit  iiiiii'd , rrMidciire  iipiiii  and  I'liltival  inn  nt

fur  pali'id  hIi.iII.  fur  tlic  piirpoHi'of  llie  iH.siin  of  pati'iil;, 
be  lirld  to  III'  ri|ui\'ali'iit  to  that  pi'i'Hi'rib.-d  in  I lie  fore- 
going Hiib-rlaiiHi' of  I his  Hi'cl  ion,  if  Hill'll  reHiili'iii'i'  and 
cultivation  be  otherwiHi'  in  eonforinity  wilb  llie  jiro- 
viHioiiH  of  these  ri'giilatioiiH. 

.See.  2.'i,  Any  per.soii  |iroviiig  that  he  has  resided  on 
the  land  for  wliieh  he  has  lionieHtead  entry  for  twelve 
month.s  from  the  date  of  hi.s  perfecting  his  entry 
therefor,  and  that  he  liaH  brought  under  cultivation  at 
least  thirty  acres  thereof,  may,  before  the  expiration 
of  three  yeans  delined  in  .sub-section  (/>)  of  section  22, 
obtain  a ]iatcnt  by  paying  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
jier  acre  for  the  land. 

Sec.  24.  Any  jierson  claiming  a patent  under  a 
homestead  entry  .shall  also  be  entitled  thereto  upon 
making  payment  therefor  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per 
acre  and  proving  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Gommissioner 
of  Dominion  Lambs  or  the  Dominion  Lands  Board  ; 

(a.)  That  he  perfected  his  homestead  entry  by  com- 
mencing the  cultivation  of  the  homestead  within  six 
months  from  the  date  of  his  homestead  entry: 

(li.)  That  within  the  first  yc.'ir  after  the  date  of  his 
honiestcad  entry  he  broke  and  prepared  for  crop  not 
less  t ban  five  acres  of  his  homestead  quarter-section; 
or  if  the  land  alfecled  by  his  homestead  entry  be  tim- 
ber land,  then  in  lieu  of  breaking  and  preparing  for 
crop  live  acres  he  may  substitute  therefor  the  clearing 
and  fencing  of  three  acres; 

(r.)  That  within  the  second  y'ear  he  crojiped  the  .said 
five  acre.s,  and  broke  and  preiiared  for  crop  not  less 
than  ten  acres  in  addition,  making  not  less  than  fifteen 
acres  in  all ; or  if  the  land  affected  by  his  homestead 
entry'  be  timber  land,  in  lieu  of  cropping  five  aci'csand 
breaking  and  preparing  for  crop  ten  acres  additional, 
he  may'  substitute  therefor  oro)qnng  the  three  acres 
broken  the  iirevious  year  and  clearing  and  fencing  five 
acre.s  in  addition,  making  in  all  eight  acres  cleared  and 
fenced,  three  of  which  shall  also  be  cropped : 

{d.)  That  he  has  erected  a habitable  house  upon  his 
homestead  before  the  expiration  of  the  second  year 
after  his  homestead  entry,  and  has  bo?ia  fide  resided 
therein  and  has  cultivated  the  land  for  three  years  next 
prior  to  the  date  of  his  application  for  his  patent: 

(e. ) That  at  the  commencement  of  the  third  year 
after  the  date  of  his  homestead  entry,  or  previously,  he 
commenced  the  residence  on  his  homestead  required  by 
the  next  preceding  paragraph  of  this  section ; 

if.)  Proof  of  the  residence  and  improvements  re- 
quired by  this  section  and  the  two  sections  xvhich  im- 
mediately precede  it  shall  bo  made  by  the  claimant 
by  affidavit,  and  shall  be  corroborated  by'  the  evidence 
on  oath  of  two  disinterested  witnesses,  resident  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  land  affected  by  their  evidence,  and 
accepted  as  sufficient  by  the  Commissioner  of  Dominion 
Lands,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  a member  of  the  Land 
Board  ; such  afiidavit  shall  be  sworn,  and  such  testi- 
mony given  before  the  local  agent,  or,  in  his  absence, 
the  senior  clerk  performing  his  duties,  or  some  other 
person  named  for  that  purpose  by  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior. 

iSec.  25.  Every  person  who  has  obtained  a homestead 
entry,  and  who  proposes  to  apply  for  a patent  for  such 
homestead,  shall  give  six  months’  notice  in  writing  to 
the  agent  of  Dominion  lands  of  his  intention  to  make 
such  application,  and  shall  produce  evidence  to  the 
officer  who  is  authorized  to  receive  the  application  that 
such  notice  has  been  duly  given. 

Sec.  26.  (a.)  In  case  it  is  proved  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  that  a settler  has  not 
resided  upon  and  cultivated  his  homestead,  except  as 
herein  provided,  lor  at  least  .six  months  in  any'  one 
year,  or  has  failed  to  cultivate  and  crop  the  said' land 
during  the  first  two  years  after  obtaining  entry  there- 
for, or  to  erect  a habitalile  house  before  the  exjriration 
of  the  second  year  after  such  entry,  and  to  bona  fide 
reside  therein  and  cultivate  the  land  for  three  years 
next  prior  to  the  date  of  his  application  for  patent,  or 
has  made  any  false  statement  in  the  affidavit  in  sup- 
port of  his  application  for  entry,  or  if  he  fails,  within 
the  time  provided  for  in  these  regulations  to  apply'  for 
patent  for  his  homestead,  and  to  pay  for  the  said 
homestead  the  jirice  specified  in  these  regulations,  the 
right  to  the  land  shall  be  forfeited  and  the  entry  there- 
for shall  be  cancelled,  and  the  settler  so  forfeiting  his 
entry'  shall  not  be  eligible  to  obtain  another  entry',  ex- 
cept in  special  cases,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior. 

{&.)  Provided,  that  in  any;  case  of  illness,  vouched  for 
by  sufficient  evidence,  or  in  the  case  of  immigrants  re- 
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(|uiring  to  return  to  tiieir  native  land  to  bring  out 
tlieir  families  to  their  homesteads,  or  in  other  special 
cases,  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  may,  in  his  dicre- 
tion,  grant  an  extension  of  tiiiie,  during  which  a set- 
tler may  be  absent  from  his  homestead  without  ]>reju- 
iliee  to  j)is  right  therein  ; but  the  e.xtension  of  time  so 
granted  shall  not  count  as  residence. 

8ec.  ‘11.  A homestead,  the  entry  of  which  has  been 
cancelled,  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  iMinister,  he 
held  for  honie.stcad  entry  by  another  person,  on  such 
terms  ami  conditions  as  the  .Minister  of  the  Interior 
may  prescribe,  or  for  sale  of  the  land  with  the  im- 
provements, if  any,  or  of  the  iminoveinents  alone  in 
connection  with  homestead  entry  thereof,  to  another 
person. 

Sec.  28.  Any  assignment  or  transfer  of  homestead 
right,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  any  agreement  to  assign 
or  transfer  any  homestead  right,  or  any  part  thereof, 
after  patent  shall  have  been  obtained,  made,  or  entered 
into  before  the  issue  of  the  patent,  .shall  be  null  and 
void ; and  the  person  so  assigning  or  transferring,  or 
making  an  agreement  to  a.ssign  or  ti-ansfer,  shall  for- 
feit his  homestead  rights,  and  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  make  another  homestead  entry  : Provided  that  a 
j)erson  whose  homestead  may  have  been  recommended 
for  patent  by  the  local  agent  or  senior  clerk,  a certifi- 
cate to  that  effect  in  the  Form  K.  in  the  Schedule  to 
these  regulations,  countersigned  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Dominion  Lands,  or  in  his  absence  by^  any  member 
of  the  Dominion  Lands  Board,  may  legally  dispose  of 
and  convey,  assign,  or  transfer  his  right  and  title 
therein. 

Fruit  culture. 


Sec.  29.  Any  person  eligible  under  these  regulations 
to  obtain  a homestead  entry  may,  for  fruit  growing 
purpo.ses,  upon  payment  of  a fee  of  ten  dollars,  and 
upon  making  application  therefor  to  the  local  agent  in 
the  lorm  L in  the  Schedule  hereto,  obtain  entry'  for 
miy.  area  not  in  excess  of  one  quarter-section  of 
Dominion  lands  of  the  class  open  for  homestead  entry 
under  these  regulations,  upon  the  following  terms  and 
conditions : — 

(a.)  For  each  legal  subdivision  included  in  the  land 
enteied  the  applicant  shall,  during  the  first  year  after 
the  date  of  entry,  clear  at  least  four  acres  and  plant 
the  same  in  fruit  trees,  bushes,  plants,  or  vines  to  the 
number  prescribed  in  these  regulations  : 

(6.)  During  the  second  year  he  shall  clear  and  plant 
three  acres  additional,  and  any  trees,  plants,  or  vines 
planted  the  preceding  year  which  may  have  died  shall 
be  replaced  ; 

{r. ) During  the  third  year  he  shall  clear  three  acres 
additional,  planting  the  same  as  in  the  first  and  second 
years,  and  replacing  any  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  or  vines 
planted  during  the  first  and  second  years  which  may 
have  died  ; •’ 

(d.)  At  the  end  of  the  third  year  he  shall  have  ten 
acres  cleared  and  planted  with  fruit  trees,  bushes  or 
vines  : ’ > ‘ 


(e.)  Provided  that  the  clearing 
provided  for  may  be  made  upon 
land  entered  for :

(h.)  If  any  person  having  an  entry  for  land  for  pur- 
poses of  fruit  culture  fails  to  coniply  with  any  of  the 
conditions  in  respect  thereof  prescribed  by  these  regu- 
lations, his  entry'  therefor  shall  be  forfeited  and  can- 
celled, and  he  shall  have  no  claim  to  the  land  what- 
ever, except  in  special  cases,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior.

PROVINCIAL  POLICE  REGULATIONS. 


Government  House,  Victoria, 

The  17th  day  of  August,  1895. 


1.  There  shall  be  a Superintendent  of  the  police 
force,  who  shall  be  paid  such  .salarj’  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  determined  by  Order  in  Council, 

2.  The  force  shall  consist  of  a .Sergeant  and  such 
number  of  constables  as  is  directed  by  Order  in 
Council  in  that  behalf.  The  .Superintendent  shall  fill 
all  vacancies  in  the  force  as  at  present  constituted 
from  among  duly  qualified  applicants,  and  shall  station 
the  constables  where  required  throughout  the  Pro- 
vince, altering  the  stations  or  removing  the  constaliles 
as  the  changing  circumstances  may  require. 

3.  The  Sergeant  and  constables  shall  be  paid  such 
salaries  as  are  fixed  by  Order  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  upon  the  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, who,  in  recominendiiig  the  salaries,  shall  take 
into  consideration  the  duties  ordinarily  to  be  performed 
by  an  officer,  and  whether  they  are  continuous  or 

‘ occasional,  the  ability  in  perfornianoe  of  the  same  or 
special  aptness  for  detective  work  displayed  by  him, 
the  length  of  time  he  has  been  employed  in  the  service 
and  the  cost  of  living  at  the  place  where  he  may  be 
stationed,  in  view  of  its  remoteness  or  otherwise,  or  of 
the  accommodation  there  provided. 

4.  The  Superintendent,  Sergeant,  and  men  .shall, 
upon  their  appointment,  take  the  oath  of  allegiance 
and  an  oath  of  office  in  the  following  form,  which  oath 
of  office  may  be  administered  by  the  Superintendent 
oi*  a Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  shall  be  kept  on  record 
by  the  Superintendent  ; — 

“I,  A.  D.,  having  been  appointed  Provincial  Police 
Constable,  do  solemnly  swear  that  I will  truly,  faith- 
fully,  and  impartially  perform  the  duties  appertaining

to  1 he  said  ollirt.,  aecordiiig  to  I bo  best  ol  my  akill  and 
ability : .So  help  me  ( bid. ' 

r>.  .Any  membi.r  of  the  force  as  now  c.xisliiig,  who 
ban  not  taken  an  oath  of  allegiance  and  an  o.'ilb  ol 
ollice,  sliall  take  Lln  in  in  the  manner  priiHcribiid  in  the 
last  preceding  seel  ion. 

(i.  No  person  will  b(.  appointed  to  serve  as  a police 
constable  iinleNS,  - 

(d.)  He  IS  a subject  of  Her  Majesty  by  birth  or 
naturalization; 

(//.)  He  has  been  a resident  of  the  Province  during 
one  yctir  jirior  to  hi-s  application  lor  ajipointment; 

(c.  ) He  is  able  to  reail  and  write  umlerstandingly; 

((/. ) He  is  generally  intelligent,  according  to  the 
judgiiieiit  of  the  Superintendent; 

(c.)  He  is  over  twenty-one  and  under  thirty-live 
years  of  age; 

(/)  He  is  in  good  health  and  of  sound  body  and 
mind,  and  etjual  to  the  ]ierformatice  of  jiolice  duty; 

(;/. ) He  is  of  good  moral  character  and  habits. 

7.  A candidate  may  be  considered  unfit  for  service 
and  be  rejected  without  any  reason  being  assigned, 
and  every  candidate  may  be  required  to  undergo  a 
medical  . xamimitioii,  and  is  to  understand  that  he 
attends  at  bis  own  risk  .as  to  trouble  and  expense  coii- 
iiected  witli  the  medical  examination. 

Superintendent. 

,S.  The  Su|ierinteiident  shall  receive  his  instructions 
direct  from  the  Altorney-Geiieral’s  Department,  and 
shall  have  the  general  governmoiit  of  the  force  under 
his  charge,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Department. 

i).  Ho  shall  in  such  case  be  held  responsible  for  the 
general  conduct,  good  order,  and  discipline  of  the 
Sergc.ant  and  men,  and  for  their  regularity  and 
etlioieiicy,  and  he  shall  give  such  personal  attention 
and  attendance  as  will  secure  this  end. 

10.  The  ISuperintendcnt  shall  instruct  his  officers  in 
all  the  brancliis  of  their  duty,  and  for  that  purpose 
may  retain  constables  newly  apjiointed  at  head- 
quarters for  such  time  a.s  is  deemed  necessary. 

11.  He  must  be  particular  that  the  standing  orders 
and  regulations,  and  all  others,  either  emanating  from 
himself  or  the  Dejiartment,  and  given  out  from  time 
to  time,  are  strictly  and  promptly  obeyed. 

12.  He  may  at  discretion  suspend  from  duty  any 
member  of  the  force  against  whom  a complaint  has 
been  made,  and  the  pay  of  such  member  shall  not  be 
allowed  during  the  ]jeriod  between  his  suspension  and 
reinstatement  or  discharge  unless  by  order  of  the 
Dejiartment. 

13.  W hen  charges  are  preferred  against  constables 
he  will  investigate  the  same,  and  when  of  sufficient 
importance,  will  require  witnesses  on  both  sides  to 
attend,  and  will  hear  the  evidence  of  the  case. 

14.  He  shall  remove  any  constable  who  has  rendered 
himself  liable  to  dismissal  under  these  regulations,  at 
the  same  time  reporting  the  fact  and  cause  to  the 
Attorney-General’s  Department,  in  order  that  the 
pleasure  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may 
be  expressed. 

15.  He  shall  also  keep  a nominal  and  descriptive 
roll  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  force,  with  the  dates 
of  their  enrolment,  and  the  salaries  received  by  them. 

1(3.  He  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  police 
department,  .and  of  all  arms  and  ammunition,  and 
projierty  of  every  description  belonging  to  the  Govern- 
ment in  the  possession  of  or  under  the  charge  of  the 
force. 

17.  His  headquarters  shall  be  at  Victoria,  and  he 
shall  require  the  officers  to  report  thereat  as  often  as 
he  shall  deem  requisite,  and  shall  then  communicate 
to  them  such  orders  and  instructions  as  he  may  deem 
nece.ssary. 

18.  He  shall  make  out  the  pay-lists  and  prepare  the 
estimates  at  the  coinmencement  of  every  year  for  the 
expenditure  of  the  police  department,  for  the  examina- 
tion and  approval  of  the  Attorney-General. 

19.  It  is  his  duty  to  be  thoroughly  cognizant  of  all 
expenses  incurred  and  moneys  paid  out  in  connection 
wich  the  department. 

General  Duties  of  the  Police  Force  Constables. 

20.  Constables  away  from  headquarters  are  to  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  Government  Agent  of  the 
district,  to  whom  they  shall  report,  and  who  shall 
consult  and  co-operate  with  the  Superintendent  in 
meeting  the  police  requirements  of  the  district. 
Reports  shall  also  be  made  monthly  to  the  Superin- 
tendent on  forms  to  be  provided.  In  addition  to  such 
reports,  constables  shall,  in  important  cases,  report 
immediately  to  the  Superintendent  and  obtain  his 
instructions  or  assistance,  taking,  however,  such  steps 


On  the  rccoinineudation  of  the  Attorney-General, 
and  under  the  provision.s  of  the  “Provincial  Police 
Act,  1895,” 

His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has 
been  pleased  to  make  and  prescribe  the  following  rules 
and  regulations  in  respect  to  the  order,  management, 
disposition,  and  remuneration  of  the  Provincial  Police 
force  ; — 

Regidations. 
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to  apjirehend  the  offender  or  secure  evidence  as  the 
nature  of  the  case  demands. 

21.  Where  two  or  more  constables  a.re  employed  in 
the  same  district,  either  permanently  or  casually,  the 
senior  in  date  of  appointment  shall,  unless  otherwise 
directed,  take  charge.  The  Snj)erintendent  may  give 
directions  from  time  to  time  in  this  regard. 

22.  All  constaliles,  wherever  employed  for  the  time 
being,  shall  be  auxiliary  lo  each  other,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  removal  from  place  to  place  as  the  neces- 
sities of  the  service  require. 

23.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  constable  who  was 
emjdoyed  upon  a case  when  it  first  arose  to  report  to 
the  Superintendent  as  to  further  evidence  to  be  pro- 
cured for  the  trial,  and  to  industriously'  devote  himself 
to  the  preparation  of  the  case. 

24.  The  men  shall,  under  all  circumstances,  appear 
clean  in  uniform  as  well  as  person. 

2j.  Any  con.stable  desiring  leave  of  absence  shall 
apply  in  writing  to  the  8uperintendent.  No  leave  of 
absence  for  a period  greater  than  two  weeks  in  one 
year  shall  be  granted  by  the  Superintendent  without 
authority  from  the  Attorney-General’s  Department. 

26.  A constable  is  always  on  duty,  whether  in 
uniform  or  not.  and  should  always  assist  citizens 
legally  requiring  his  services;  if  not  in  uniform  show 
his  badge  or  state  that  he  is  a constable. 

27.  Constables  are  strictly'  forbidden  to  frequent 
any  tavern  or  house  of  ill-fame,  unless  required  to  do 
so  in  discharge  of  their  duty. 

General  Regulations. 

28.  A constable  shall  devote  his  whole  time  and 
attention  to  the  police  service,  and  shall  follow  no  other 
occupation  or  calling,  directly  or  indirectly. 

■29.  He  shall  promptly  obey  all  lawful  orders  fi’om 
his  superior  officers,  and  conform  himself  to  all  rules 
and  regulations  which  may  be  made  from  time  to  time 
for  the  benefit  of  the  service. 

30.  He  shall  clearly  understand  what  powers  are 
given  to  him  by  law  and  the  Department  for  the 
efficient  discharge  of  his  duties.  For  this  purpo.se  he 
is  recommended  to  read  carefully  the  instructions 
given  to  him  respecting  the  general  duties  of  a con- 
stable, and  must  make  himself  familiar  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  '•  Criminal  Code  ” atl'ecting  his  duties. 

31.  -He  must  be  particularly  cautious  not  to  inter- 
fere idly  or  unnecessarily.  When  required  to  act  he 
will  do  so  with  decision  and  boldne.ss.  He  must 
remember  that  there  is  no  qualification  more  indis- 
pensable than  a perfect  command  of  temper;  never 
allowing  himself  to  be  moved  in  the  .slightest  degree  by 
any  language  or  threats  that  may  be  used.  If  he  does 
his  duty  in  a quiet  and  determined  manner,  such  con- 
duct will  induce  well  disposed  bystanders  to  assist  him 
should  he  retpiire  it. 

32.  Upon  no  occasion,  and  under  no  pretence  what- 
ever, shall  any  officer  or  man  of  the  force  accept  any 
gratuity,  present,  or  reward  from  any  person  for  ser- 
vices rendered  by  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
without  the  express  permission  of  the  Superintendent. 

33.  All  constables  when  travelling  on  duty  shall 
keep  themselves  supplied  with  forms,  upon  which  they 
shall  obtain  vouchers  for  all  expenses  incurred  by 
them.  They  shall  not,  except  under  exceptional  cir- 
cumstances, or  when  duly  authorized,  issue  vouchers 
in  pa3'inent  of  accounts.  Vouchers  must  show  upon 
the  face  the  iluty  upon  which  the  constable  is  engaged. 
Vouchers  shall  be  marked  as  correct  In-  the  con- 
stable, and  certilied  by  tlie  Superintendent  or  Govern- 
ment Ag  nt  upon  the  report  of  the  constable. 

34.  No  constable  shall  (|uit  the  force  without  giving 
two  weeks’  notice,  unless  by  comsent  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. Incase  ho  quits  without  such  consent  or 
such  notice,  or  be  ilismi-sed  from  the  force,  all  arrears 
of  pay  then  due  shall  be  forfeited. 

.!.).  Itvcrj’  oflicei'  and  man  who  shall  be  dismissed, 
or  who  shall  resign  his  oliice,  must  forthwith,  before 
he  leaves  the  service,  deliver  up  every  article  of  dress 
and  aiiiiointments  supplied  to  him. 

36.  Untruthfidness  is  a grave  di.sipmlilicatiun.  Mem- 
bers of  the  force  must  siieak  the  truth  at  all  times  aud 
under  all  circuinslBnees,  except  in  cases  w liere  they 
are  not  allowed  liy  the  rules  of  the  sei'vice  to  divulge 
facts  within  tlieir  knowledge,  in  wliich  event  they 
must  avoid  saying  anytldng. 

37-  To  enable  him  to  siieak  i|uite  conlid.  ntly  and  to 
pi  event  tile  possibilit.y  of  his  evidence  being  shaken,  he 
is  to  jot  down  at  I he  time  in  his  memorandum  liook 
dates  and  otlier  [larticulars  respecting  e\ents,  aeci- 
dent.s,  or  occurenee.s,  to  which  he  can  always  rill'r, 

38.  If  a constable  is  called  upon  to  act,  h’e  must  do 
HO  uith  energy,  promptness,  and  determination,  fur,  if  | 


he  wavers  or  doubts,  the  criminal  may  escape,  or  the 
op])ortunity  to  render  assistance  may  bo  lost. 

39.  Every  man  of  the  force  will  he  liable  to  dismissal 
for  the  following  offences  : — 

Disobedience  of  orders,  drunkenness,  insolence  in 
word  or  manner,  violence,  or  coarse  language  or  be- 
haviour. 

Neglect  of  duty. 

Absence  without  leave. 

Immoral  conduct. 

Conduct  unbecoming  an  officer  or  member  of  the 
police. 

Conduct  injurious  to  the  public  service  or  public 
welfare. 

Incapacity — mental,  physical,  or  educational. 
Contracting  a debt  under  false  or  fraudulent  pre- 
tences. 

Entering  houses  of  ill-fame  or  taverns,  unless  in 
regular  discharge  of  duty,  and  various  other  offences 
unnecessary  to  class — all  violations  of  rules  and  regu- 
lation.-! included  under  the  general  head  of  anj'  breach 
of  discipline. 

40.  llepeaied  complaints  against  any  member  of  the 
force  for  incurring  debts,  and  evidence  of  continued  and 
persistent  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  just  debts,  or  to 
support  his  wife  and  tannlj',  shall  be  deemed  unbe- 
coming conduct,  and  will  be  cause  for  dismissal. 

41.  For  an}'  offence  against  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
or  regulations,  or  for  any  neglect  of  duty,  the  8uper- 
iutenilent  shall  fine  any  officer  or  man  of  the  force 
offending.  The  line  shall  not  exceed  ten  days’  pay. 
Fines  shall  be  deducted  from  the  pay  of  the  offenders. 

42.  Coolness  and  firmness  will  be  expected  in  all 
cases,  and  in  circumstances  of  peril  all  must  be  careful 
to  act  together  and  to  protect  each  other  in  the  restora- 
tion of  peace  and  order.  Whoever  shrinks  from  dan- 
ger or  responsibility  at  such  a moment  is  unworthy  of 
a place  in  the  Service,  and  will  be  discharged  at  once. 

43.  Any  instance  of  unnecessary  violence  in  striking 
a jiarty  in  charge  will  be  severely  punished.  A con- 
stable must  not  use  his  baton  because  the  party  in  his 
custody  is  violent  in  behaviour  or  language.  A con- 
stable is  not  to  use  language  to  persons  to  provoke  or 
offend  them.  Such  conduct  creates  resistance  in  the 
p:irty  and  hostile  feeling  towards  the  constable  among 
the  by-standers.  Every  constable  will  recollect  that 
in  executing  an  arrest  he  is  not  justiffed  in  doing  more 
than  is  alwolutely  necessary'  for  the  safe  custody  of 
the  per.-'on. 

44.  iMcmbers  of  the  force  are  forbidden  to  smoke  or 
drink  when  on  duty. 

If).  All  matters  relating  to  the  police  department 
shall  be  strictly  kept  secret,  and  no  communication, 
whether  in  writing,  verbally  or  otherwise,  in  any  way 
connected  with  the  force  or  its  operation,  shall  be 
made  or  given  to  any  one  without  permission,  under 
penalt}’  of  disnds.sal. 

46.  The  men  on  ami  oft’  duty  are  to  consider  them- 
selves liable  to  be  called  on  at  all  times,  and  will  pre- 
pare themselves,  when  required,  nt  the  shortest  notice. 

47.  No  member  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  be  con- 
cerned in  making  any  compromise  or  arrangement 
between  thieves  or  other  criminals  and  persons  who 
have  suffered  by  their  acta,  with  a view  to  permitting 
the  criminals  to  escape  the  penalties  provided  by  law ; 
and  any  officer  or  constable  who  has  taken  any'  part  in 
such  compromi.ses  or  arrangements,  or  has  any  knowl- 
edge thereof  and  fails  to  give  information  to  his  supe- 
rior officer,  shall  be  subject  to  immediate  dismissal. 

48.  Members  of  the  force  shall  abstain  from  the  ex- 
pression of  jiolitical  or  religious  opinions  which  may 
in  the  slightest  degree  be  calculated  to  give  offence, 
and  shall  not.  after  aiipointment  (exoejit  as  a matter 
of  police  duty),  attend  any'  jiolitical  meeting.

''"liEREAS  it  is  exjiedient  to  regulate  the  erec- 
tion, maintenance  and  manner  of  oouduciing 
slaughter-houses  and  other  noxious  undertakings  ; 

And  whereas  the  Council  is  empowered  by  the 
“ Municipal  Act,  1892,”  and  amending  Acts,  and  more 
particularly  by  section  104,  sub-sections  54,  lOG  and 
12.5,  to  make  and  pass  by-laws  for  preservation  of 
health,  and  to  regulate  slaughter-houses,  and  to  pre- 
vent the  fouling  of  water-courses  and  streams  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  Municipality  : 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted,  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Municipality 
of  South  Vancouver,  as  follows  : — 

1.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  build  or  erect 

any  slaughter-house,  yard,  corral,  building  or  premises 
for  the  purpose  of  killing  tlierein,  or  maintain  or  con- 
tinue to  use  any  slaughter-house,  yard,  corral,  build- 
ing or  premises  now  erected,  built  or  maintained  for 
the  purpose  of  killing  within  the  limits  of  the  Muni- 
cipality, without  the  expre.-s  permission  or  license  in 
writing  of  the  Council.  , 

2.  Any  person  desirous  of  receiving  such  permission 
or  license  shall  make  formal  application  to  the  Council, 
which  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a certificate 
signed  by  the  Board  of  Health  that  the  slaughter- 
house or  premises  are  situate  at  least  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  from  any  public  right  of  way,  road  or  high- 
way ; at  least  two  hundred  (200)  feet  from  any  resi- 
dence, dwelling-house,  factory  or  works  (except  the 
buildings  belonging  to  the  owner  of  such  slaughter- 
house or  premises);  and  that  the  house,  yard,  pen  or 
place  where  such  killing  takes  place  is  properly  paved 
with  plank,  stone  or  tile,  and  the  same  laid,  sealed  and 
set  in  cement  or  otherwise  made  impervious  to  water, 
so  that  same  may  be  properly  cleansed  and  kept  in 
a sanitary  condition  ; such  floor  to  be  laid  and  con- 
structed with  sufficient  fall  or  grade  towards  a gutter 
which  shall  pass  through  and  drain  the  whole  area  of 
such  paved  floor  and  lead  to  a water-tight  reservoir  or 
tank  to  receive  the  refuse  offal  and  blood  ; and  that 
the  said  premises  are  provided  with  a sufficient  water 
supply  by  the  means  of  pump,  tank,  well  or  other 
method  whereby  an  amide  supply  of  water  can  be 
obtained  for  the  purpose  of  washing,  flushing  and  keep- 
ing the  same  properly  clean  and  free  from  smell  or 
effluvia  ; and  that  it  is  in  no  manner  injurious  to  public 
or  private  health. 

3.  Every  slaughter-house  or  building  used  for  the 
purpose  of  killing  within  the  limits  of  the  Municipality 
shall  be  lime  whitewashed  at  least  once  in  each  of  the 
months  of  April,  May,  .lune,  July,  August,  September 
and  October,  and  once  in  each  of  the  months  of  Decem- 
ber and  February  in  each  and  every  year,  and  through- 
out the  year,  for  the  purpose  of  disinfection  lime  shall 
be  freely  used.  The  water-tight  reservoir  or  tank 
above  referred  to  shall  be  emptied  and  cleansed  daily 
when  killing  has  taken  place  on  the  premises,  and  the 
contents  of  such  reservoir  or  tank  shall  be  deposited 
at  such  place  or  places  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Health,  or  other  person  appointed  for  the 
purpose  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  disposed  of  in 
such  manner  as  they  or  he  may  approve.  The  whole 
of  such  slaughter-house  and  premises  shall  be  kept 
clean  and  free  from  offensive  or  noxious  smells  or 
nuisance  of  any  kind. 


4.  All  aiiiiimis  to  be  slunghtured  and  all  fKtHli  meat 
exposed  tor  sale  within  the  limits  of  the  M nniinpality, 
ami  all  eaieasses  anil  meat  of  aidinals  sluilghleied 
within  the  Municipality  shall  be  subject  to  inspection 
by  the  Board  of  Health,  any  Health  Dtlicer,  (ionstahic, 
the  llocvc  and  Clerk  ol  the  Council,  any  one  ot  whom 
shall  be  empowered  to  seize  or  cause  to  be  seized  any 
tainted,  diseased,  or  ilainaged  or  nnwhotesoine  meat. 

5.  No  owner  or  occupant  id  any  slaughter  house, 
and  no  butcher,  tanner,  tallow  chandler,  soap  boiler, 
lish  eanner,  meat  jiaeker,  oil  makei’,  dyer,  brewer, 
laundry,  or  wash-house  keeper,  livery  stable  keejier, 
or  other  person,  shall  discharge  out  of,  or  permit  to 
flow  from  their  buildings,  lands,  or  premises  any  foul 
or  other  noxious  liquors,  drainage  or  refuse  sludge 
whatever  into  any  private  ground,  street,  highway  or 
public  ground,  or  any'  fresh  watei-  stream,  w'ater-cour.se, 
river,  pond  or  lake  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Muni- 
cipality. Neither  shall  any  person  keep  or  nse  or 
allow  to  be  kept  or  used  any  stale,  putrid  or  stinking 
grease,  lish  or  flesh,  or  other  refuse,  v'egetable  or 
animal  matter  which  may  be  noxious  to  or  endanger 
public  health. 

G.  If  any  person  or  persons,  occupant,  servant  or 
agent  having  control  of  such  slaughter-house,  building 
or  other  premises  after  having  had  24  hours’  notice 
from  the  Board  of  Health  or  Clerk  of  the  Municipality 
to  abate  any  nuisances,  or  remove  any  oti’ensive  matter, 
or  effect  any  improvements  necessary  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  this  by-law',  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  abate  such  nuisance  or  comply  with  such  notice,  he 
shall  then  be  subject  to  such  penalty  or  term  of 
imprisonment  as  can  be  inflicted  or  imposed  in  pur- 
suance with  the  provisions  in  that  behalf  contained  in 
sections  120  and  121  ol  the  “rMunicipal  Act,  1892,” 
and  amending  Acts. 

7.  Further,  that  in  event  of  the  Board  of  Health 
reporting  to  the  Council  that  any'  person  or  persons 
have  been  guilty  of  infraction  of  this  by-law’,  or  that 
such  slaughter-house  and  premises  fail  to  comply  with 
requirements  above  enacted,  then  the  Council  may  at 
any  time  revoke  the  permission  or  license  held  by  any 
such  person  or  persons  in  addition  to  any  other  penal- 
ties w'hich  may  be  inflicted  in  pursuance  W'ith  the  pro- 
visions in  that  behalf  above  referred  to. 

8.  The  Council  shall  annually  appoint  three  of  their 
number  to  act  as  a Board  of  Health,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  see  that  the  requirements  of  this  by-law  are 
properly'  complied  with.

3.  That  there  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected 
an  annual  tax  of  two  and  one-half  (2i)  per  cent,  upon 
the  assessed  value  of  all  wild  lands  within  the  Muni- 
cipality, which  shall  be  payable  on  the  loth  day  of 
August  in  order  to  entitle  the  person  assessed  to  an 
abatement  of  one-sixth  (J)  of  the  amount  tliereof.
